University; she was elected to the honorary Gamma Sigma Epsilon

WHEREAS, Ann Hughes-Johnson retired 1in 1985 from an
education career that spanned over 25 vyears; she taught at
Commonwealth School (now Novak-King) in North Chicago, Beach
Park Elementary School, and Waukegan High School; she also was
a chemist at Abbott Laboratories for a year before going into

teaching; and

teacher; she was also very involved in the Trinity Evangelical
Lutheran Church of Waukegan, where she sang in the choir and
served on the Church Council and Women's Circle; she was also a
member of numerous civic organizations, including the Exchange
Club, the American Association of University Women, the
Waukegan Township Supervisor's office, the Philanthropic
Educational Organization, the Women's Club, the Girl Scouts of
America, the Waukegan Swedish Glee Club, the Waukegan Symphony
Chorus, and many other bridge, golf, and community

organizations; and

WHEREAS, Ann Hughes-Johnson was preceded in death by her
loving husband of 52 vyears, Judge John L. Hughes, and her

brother, Al Stine; and

WHEREAS, Ann Hughes-Johnson 1is survived by her loving
husband of 18 years, Ralph Vincent Johnson; 4 children, Michael
(Connie) Hughes, David (Marilyn) Hughes, Steven (Mary) Hughes,
